Officer Becomes Uncon- 
scious in Intense Cold, But 
Descends Safely. 


Scott Field. Belleville, Ill., March | 
| 9.—(P)—Numbed by the intense cold, 
|Captain Hawthorne ©, Gray, engi- 
neering officer at Scott field, became | 
unconscious at an altitude of 27.000, 
feet and failed teday in an attempt 
to break the long-standing free bal- 
loon altitude record of 35,433 feet. 

Captain Gray's balloon landed safely 
Oo» miles southeast of Scott field at 
4 p.m. He ascended at 1:15 p. m. 

“[ returned to consmiousness at an 
altitude of 17,000 feet,” Captain Gray 
said, “and I was very cold. The bag 
was dropping rapidly, but I succeeded 
in disposing of more ballast and the 
landing was easy.” 

Captain Cray was taken to the 
field hospital for medical examination. 
Physicians said he apparently sulf- 
fered no permanent ill effects. 

Scott field officials said the balloon 
probably reached an altitude of a lit- 
tle more than 20,000 feet, or about 
five miles above the ground. 

Captain Gray said he would make 
twe more attempts soon_to break the 
altitude record.

Paralyzed Man Now Believed 


; RELAYS OF FRIENDS AID HIM IN BATTLE 


Winning Fight Against Death 


Chicago, March 10.— (/) —Alfred 
Frick, kept alive 86 hours by a crew 
of men working in shifts to provide 
artificial respiration for him. became 
suddenly weaker shortly after mid- 
night and was on the verge of death 
early today, physicians said. 


(By Leased Wire to The Conaitation and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Chicago, Ill. March 9.—Alfred 
Frick, 22, gained sround today at St. 
Francis hospital, Evanston, to the ex- 
tent that his physicians predicted a 
victory oyer death, due to the efforts 
of relay teams of Frick’s fellow em- 
ployees of the public service company 
of northern Illinois who are keeping 
him alive by artificial respiration. 
Eight o’clock tonight marked the S2d 
hour that Frick has lived only by the 
grace of artificial respiration. 

Almost entirely paralyzed for 76 
hours, Frick showed signs this. eve- 
ning of returning nerve normalcy in 
his legs, arms. face and throat. He 
swallowed nourishment then for the 
first time since he was stricken at 10 
o’clock Sunday morning. 

Two of his fellow employees are 
constantly. at Frick’s bedside, taking 
their turns at the delicate task of 
pressing down his lower chest. then 
relaxing, then pressing ‘jreen. Thirty 
men have been placed on call in the 
effort to keep Frick alive. At intervals 
of 15 minutes the relays of two men 
each relieve one another at the bed- 
side, ten men constitute a squad 
workizg seven hours at a shift, with 
plenty of volunteers to take the places 
of those who become too wearied to 
resume their bit in the human chain.

MILLIONAIRE DOCTOR 
DIES IN CALIFORNIA 


Santa Cruz, Calif... March 9.— 
(United News.)—William Everett 
Musgrave, physician, editor and multi- 
millionaire, died of heart disease Wed- 
nesday at his estate near Brockdale. 

Musgrave was born in Farmington, 
Tenn., September 12, 1869. He was 
dean of the College of Medicine and 
Surgery at the University of Philip- 
pines from 1909 to 1917 and later was

A Melancholy Creature

Mankind for years has been aware 
of the deep-seated conviction that re 
sides at the far end of a mule.

A mule is characterized by compact- 
ness anc range, combined with an, all- 
prevading, impetuous spontaneity that 
may not be pretty but which is hor- 
ribly accurate.

A lower court awarded the widow 
$600 damages and the coal company 
appealed. 

The supreme court has just set aside 


the verdict and the associate justice 
who wrote the decision penned the 
words that should be carefully perused 
and remembered. 

“What duty does the owner of a 
mule owe to an employe who has 
charge of the mule and goes into 
the stable where the mule is?” 

To that question the jurist addressed 
himself in the opinion in which he 
expatiates on mule lore. 

‘*A mule,” writes Hizzoner, “is a 
melancholy creature. It is a nullius 
fillius in the animal kingdom, having 
neither ‘pride or ancestry nor hope 
of posterity.’.— 

“Josh Billings remarked that if he 
had to preach the funeral of a mute 
he would stand at the head. 

“Nobody loves or pets a mule. No 
poet has ever penned a sonnet or ode 
to him, and no prose writer las ever 
paid a tribute to his good qualities. 
He is kicked and cuffed and beaten 
and. sworn at and frequently underfed 
and forced to work under extremely 
adverse conditions; yet, withal, he has 
a grim endurance and a_ stubborn 
courage which survives his misfortunes 
and enables him to do a large part of 
the world's rough work. 

“It is a matter of common know!- 
edge among men who know mules and 
deal with them that they are uncer- 
tain, moody and morose.” 

The moral is plain: So live that 
vou never get kicked by a mule into 
the supreme court, because sure us 
fate you'll be kicked out again.

OLD AND WRINKLED. 

When you look at the human brain 
as pictured in the encyclopedia, or 
better still at a life-sized plaster*cast 
in a surgeon’s office, the first thing 
that strikes you is this: ‘““How many 
deep wrinkles, creases and furrows. 
Surely, the human brain is very old 
and has suffered much.” 

This is not, of course, the way the 
scientist would explain those deep 
convolutions that mark the outer ap: 
pearance of the brain. He would: no 
doubt go on to relate how the brain 
controls consciousness, thought pro- 
cesses, mus@ular and organic func- 
tions necessary to life, such as breath- 
ing and the circulation. 

But what is inside the brain, in 
those many dark corners comes closer 
home to the a@rase man. Police court 
records, dramas, novels, in fact all 
phases of man’s life show the pres- 
ence of influences that have come down 
out of the jungles. The brain is de- 
formed by ghosts, goblins, weird ideas 
that should have perished centuries 
ago, but curse man’s daily life in the 
form of crime, cruelties and casual- 
ties till it seems that half the world 
is erazy. 

But that is only half of the strange 
story. Side by side with the age-old 
impulses toward greed and selfishness, 
are still other tendencies that lead 


toward righteous conduct, good will 
to our fellow man, belief in the ulti- 
mate liberation of our race from su- 
perstition and evil. 

We should not be disturbed too 
much, then, because we find in this 
old and deeply wrinkled brain a 
strange conglomeration of idols, gob- 
lins, prophets, stars, beliefs supposed 
to be dead thousands of years yet 
still living on and on. 

The tired wrinkled brain now very, 
very old indeed, and no doubt at times 
weary with the sufferings of untold 
centuries back to the dawn, seems 
to have also a faculty of immortal 
life, at least so far as being able now 
and then after years of struggle to 
throw off some of the more stupid 
beliefs of the ancient days.

GRANTED RHEUMATIZ. 

The very year the now w. k., not 
to say noted conductor of this column 
was born, an English physician (pre- 
sumably a Harley street specialist), 
wrote that “the immense variety of 
measures that have at different times 
been advocated in the treatment of 
acute rheumatism is almost appalling. 
Bleeding, blistering, sweating, purginy, 
colomel, opium, cinchona, colchicum, 
antimony, aconite, guaiacum, niter 
and actea racemosa (more familiar 
under the common name of black 
snakeroot or black cohosh) have had 
every virtue claimed for them that the 
most ardent practitioner of the healing 
are could desire, and they have all had 
their day.” The doctor then went on 


‘ito sound a note of warning against 


overenthusiastic regeption of the sali- 
cylates, which had just come into 
'yogue. But he rounded off his remarks 
neatly enough my saying, “Neither 


damp our ardor too much.” 

-Iaving brutally asserted so mary 
times there is no such disease or cn- 
tity as rheumatism, I should like to 


hedge a bit about that now, if I may. 
I’m not going to outhedge Johnny, 
who announced that a big pack of 
dogs were fighting in the front yard, 
and then after he had gathered a 
crowd admitted that it was just oar 
dog and another dog. 

Precisely what this old-timer was 
talking about I cannot say. Anyway, 
it was probably a painful affliction, 
and in such cases the salicylates, imn- 
cluding the one ealled aspirin, still 
seems to alleviate the pain in innumer- 
lable ailments which for want of diag- 
| nosis people are willing to call xhe- 
matism for a trial period. Besides kill- 
ing pain, from whatever cause, the sa'i- 
‘evlates or salicylic acid derivatives ave 
| likely to produce certain untoward ef: 
‘fects which the physician must care- 


\fully consider, whether the layman wiio 


treats himself knows anything about 
them or not. Among these harmful or 


!jundesirable effects of salicylic com- 


pounds, salicylates, aspirin, ete., are 
gastric irritation, burning or pain in 
the region of the stomach, and dis- 


nitus (ringing in the ears, buzzing or 
other head noises)—many credulous 
folk who dope themselyes with such 
drugs imagine this is an effect of 


some instances depression of 
heart, an effect which makes the 
use of anv of these salicylic deriva- 
tives dangerous if there is any weak- 
ness, or defect of heart or circulation. 

Today medical science recognizes 
only one disease or condition as rheu- 
matic, and even in that case the term 
rheumatic is retained not because it 
means what the old timers imagined 
or what many laymen still imagine, 
but just because the specific germ 
which causes rheumatic fever, acute 
inflammatory rheumatism, acute ja- 
fectious arthritis, has not yet. been 
i positively determined. That it is a 
ispecifie infection, however, we know 
(beyond a reasonable doubt. That 
weatheror atmospheric conditions, or 
“exposure” or dampness have any- 
thing to do with this painful and dan- 
igerous disease of children and young 
adults, we have no good reason ¢v 
assume. 

Two investigators, Swift and Kin- 
sella, 10 years ago found a diversiiv 
of bacteria, various types or strains of 
the notorious streptococcus, in blood 
cultures of patients ill of rheumatie 
fever. And now another investigator, 
J. C. Small, believes he has demo- 
strated the specific germ of rheuma- 
tic fever, which bears the frightful 
title of streptococcus cardioarthritidis 
—as frightful if you know Greek as it 
is if you don’t—and the contention 
that this is really the guilty amicrobe 
is sustained by some scientifie evi- 
dence, to wit, a serum obtained from 
the blood of a horse immunized again*t 
this Streptococcus cardioarthritidis 
(in the same way that antidiphtheritic 
serum, antitoxin, is obtained), brougut 
remarkably prompt recovery in two 
cases of cholera, five cases of rheuma- 
tie fever, but no apparent effect in 
two cases of arthritis of other types. 

As though to clinch the argument 
one Baruffaldi sends tidings from Italy 
of the complete success obtained in 200 
'e.ses of acute articular rheumatism 
‘(rheumatic fever) by a general shoi- 
(gun antistreptococcic serum, a_ poly- 
valent serum as we doctors gracefully 
call it.

Chicago, March 9.—()—Corn led 
other grains today and scored a sub- 
stantial advance, helping wheat. rye 


and oats to recover from early de- 
clines. Corn closed firm, 3-Se to 
1 1-Se net higher, wheat unchanged 
to l-4e up. oats unchanged to 1-4e¢ 
off and provisions unchanged to a rise 
of de. 

Almost from the outset. a more 
friendly feeling toward the buying side 
of the corn market was in evidence. 
One reason was that corn offerings 
from Ohio and Indiana for shipment 
east had been noticeably curtailed. 
and that cash corn here was steady 
to le better relatively, with eountry 
offerings small Furthermore, St. 
Louis reported. indications of a 
dwindling movement, and _ Indiana 
points were buying corn here. <Ad- 
vices, too. from parts of ILlinvis said 
that with spring weather and soft 
roads not much corn would move 
from the country until after seeding. 
red winter wheat, joined with corn 
strength, was chiefly responsible for 
late firmness of the wheat market. 
Earlier, the government report on do- 
mestic reserve stocks had a bearish 
effect, and so, likewise, did predie- 
tions of liberal wheat shipments from 
Argentina. In some quarters. how- 
ever, talk was current that total ex- 
ports of wheat from the United States 
will foot up by July 1 close to 200,- 
000,000 bushels compared with 105.,- 
752.600 bushels last year.

Propaganda Worries Leaders. 


While the military situation be- 
tween the Cantonese and the northern 
forces is developing steadily, the ques- 
tion of propaganda is troubling the 
northern commanders since it is in- 
terfering with their transportation 
of troops. 

Intimidation is reported to be play- 
ing a considerable part in the south- 
erners propaganda campaign, the 
trouble spreading from the Shanghai- 
Nanking railway workshops to the 
locomotive drivers and firemen of the 
Shanghai-Hangchow line. Threats 
against lives of non-strikers have been 
sO numerous that military authorities 
are placing escorts aboard locomotives. 
Nevertheless many engineers are re- 
fusing to report for duty. 


The ‘Tientsin-Pukow line is now 


heing devoted entirely to the movement

SHANGHAI IS QUIET 

WASHINGTON HEARS. 

(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Washington, March .— Messages 
received at the state and navy depart- 
ments today reported Shanghai gen- 
erally quiet with agitators causing 
some unrest. It was stated that while 
a renewal of the gefffral strike is 
threatened in the near future there 
have been no outstanding serious dis- 
orders in the city. 

Admiral Williams, commanding tho 
Asiatic fleet. informed the navy that 
a battalion of the Coldstream Guards 
Was due to arrive at Shanghai on a 
Britist transport teday. He added 
that eight armored cars and a few 
British troops arrived vesterday. 

There was said to be a tense feel- 
ing at Nanking but the situation was 
‘quiet with movements of troops and 
ears continuing. <A protest has been 
made to Marshal Sun Chaun Fang, 
it was added against seizure by his 
troops of a Standard .Oil barge on 
-the grand canal for a transport. 

Wuhu was believed, the admiral 
said, to have gone over to the Canton- 
ese, while the flag of the central gov- 
ernment had been hauled down from 
the customs house and replaced by 
the Cantonese. Only 200 soldiers were 
said to be there and anti-British post- 
ers had appeared but there was no 
apparent disorder. : 

The Japanese have posted 400 sail- 
ors at five Japanese cotton mills in- 
side the international settlement at 


Shanghai.
